The warrants issued at Ed- 
wardsville charge York and Lat- 
ham with murdering Albert E. 
Reed of Litchfield and Martin 
Drenovac, who lived on U.S. 
Highway 66 Bypass in Madison 
county. Both men were killed 
last Thursday morning. 

Mudge to Seek Custody. 

Madison County State’s Attor- 
ney Dick H. Mudge Jr. left 
today for Salt Lake City, where 
he plans to confer with prose- 
cuting officials from other states 
to determine which state will be 
given the first opportunity to 
try the youths. Prospects of 
their being turned over to Illi- 
nois authorities are good, Mudge 
said, because the murder evi- 
dence against them here i 
strong. 

Mudge sai! he was informed 
by authorities in a telephone call 
that the pair related that they 
came to Madison county last 
Thursday in an automobile they 
had stolen from a man they 
murdered in Tennessee. 

When the car ran out of gaso- 
line near the intersection of U.S. 
Highways 66 and 40, west of’ 
Troy, they began hitchhiking and 
were picked up by Reed, Mudge 
was informed. 

Reed, a radio repairman for 
the Gulf, Mobile and Ohio Rail- 
road, was en route from his 
home in Litchfield to his job in 
Venice. The youths said they 
forced him to pull onto a dirt 
road, after driving about five 
miles on Highway 40 Bypass, 
and shot him once through the 
head with a .38-caliber revolver.

Contempt of Court, 
Any such sales would constl- 
tute contempt of court, under the 
decree, “‘where the effect is, or 
where there is a reasonable 
probability that the effect will 
be, substantially to injure, sup- 
press or: stifle competition or 
‘tend to create a monopoly.” 
| The same section of the decree, 
without defining ‘‘unreasonably 
low prices,"”” would require the 
companies to prove on demand 
‘that their products were not so 
| priced and that there was no rea- 
sonable probability that the ef- 
fect would be to lessen competi- 
tion or injure competitors. 


The Justice Department’s anti- 
trust division has. been negotiat- 
ing with the six leading equip- 
ment manufacturers making 
power switchgear assemblies for 
acceptance of the decree. 

In addition to Genera! Electric, 
the department recently asked 
Westinghouse Electric Corp.; 
Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing 
Corp.; Federal-Pacific Electric 
Co, and the I. E. Circuit Breaker 
Co. to sign the decree. 

All except General Electric still 
have the proposal under advise- 
‘ment. Representatives of G.E., 
|having studied the plan for more 
than a week, made a counter- 
proposal in which it offered to 
refrain from: 


‘Following any plan, program 
or course of action of selling... 
at unreasonably low prices with 
the purpose or intent of substan- 
tially suppressing or stifling 
competition or tending to create 
a monopoly.” 

The company thus would un- 
dertake to pledge compliance 
with all existing laws governing 
_monopoly, cOmpetition and re- 
'straint of trade. The counter- 
proposal also would leave un- 
disturbed the burden of proof 
now resting on the Government 
or other complainant that the 
' consent decree had been violated 
rather than for the companies to 
prove their compliance. 


The Justice Department nego- 
tiators rejected the counter- 
proposal. 

Would Take Chances in Court. 


G.E. representatives said they | 
could not accept the consent de- 
cree as drafted, preferring to 
take their chances in court where 
the company could fare no 
worse than by submitting to 
language of the department’s 
proposal. 

It was at this point that assist- 
ant Attorney General Lee Leov- 
_inger warned G.E.’s representa- 
tives that they might find them- 
selves in divestment proceedings 
under a broadening civil suit 
| brought by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

_ Loevinger neither volunteered 
nor was asked what G.E. would 
_be required to divest under a 
broadened suit. It was assumed 
\that the company would be com- 
pelled to dispose of its power 
switchgear division since only 
that part of the company would 
be involved in a civil suit to 
which the consent decree is an 
alternative. 

_ Conceivably, however, the Gov- 
ernment might move to consoli- 
date as many of the other pend- 
ing suits for relief as were 
necessary to compel divestment 
by G.E. of as much of its appa- 
ratus division as were involved 
in the criminal prosecutions 
‘earlier.

The two countries agreed on a 
production sharing plan under 
which Canada will produce 
$200,000,000 worth of American- 
designed F-104G jet fighter 
planes for NATO allies of the 
two countries.

F-104G deliveries are sched- 
uled to start in mid-1963.

Cake, Punch Recipes 


For Wedding Receptions 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD

PRETTY ENOUGH to please 
the mother of the bride, inexpen- 
sive enough to appease father, 
who pays the bills—that is the 
highest praise that could be 
given any wedding reception. 
Here are suggestions for several 
types, starting with one in which 
the cake is made by a bakery, 
the rest of the buffet prepared 
by the family. 

A shell-pink appliqued organdy 
cloth over blue provides a deli- 
cate, subtly colored background. 
Dainty china repeats the rose 
motif of the bridal cake. Along 
the back edge of the table runs 
an unusual flower arrangement 
that could be created by any 
woman with an artistic flair. 
Just line up a row of metal 
frogs and thrust in flowers— 
white gladiolas for height, pale- 
pink sweet peas, snapdragons 
and fernery for a graceful flow- 
ing line. Cover the base of the 
arrangement with aluminum foil. 

The cake is the only catered 
food; flanking it on either side 
are compotes of mints and as- 
sorted salted nuts. Tiny party 
sandwiches (see the food section 
of Monday, May 8, for sugges- 
tions), nuts, mints and punch 
complete this simple menu. 

A recent food section gave 
recipes for a number of non- 
alcoholic punches; today’s are 
made with alcoholic beverages. 

Champagne is traditional for 
toasting the happy couple but 
(with father and expense in 
mind) you might substitute this 
bride’s punch to go with food. 
Lise decorated ice cubes in the 
punch — bright with cherries, 
sharp green mint leaves, cool 
lemon and lime slices frozen into 
the. cubes. 


Bride’s Punch. 

Two cups strong tea. 

One cup sugar. 

One cup lemon juice. 

Two cups orange juice. 

One quart whisky. 

One cup curacao. 

Three quarts club soda. 

Combine all ingredients except 
club soda; chill well. Just before 
serving, pour over decorated 
ice cubes and add club soda. 

(For non-alcoholic punch, sub- 
stitute equal quantity of white 
grape juice and pineapple juice 
for whisky and curacao.) 

Yield: six quarts. Serves 15 
to 20 people, three cups per per- 
son. 


A WEDDING CAKE made at 
home will add a personal note 
to the reception, and (on the 


more practical side) help cut 
expenses. This one is dramat- 
ically built of three graduated 
layers and a top section baked 
in a tier mold. The layers are 
alternately dark and light: fruit 
cakes. It may be trimmed with 
fresh blossoms just before it is 
to be served. 

The layers may be baked well 
in advance and frozen; the cake 
assembled and frosted early in 
the morning. For the toast, 
choose a French °'75 cocktail or 
a champagne punch. 


Wedding Tower Cake. 
White Layer Fruits: 


Five cups (two and one-half 
pounds) prepared glazed cake 
fruits. 

Two cups almonds, blanched 
and slivered. : 

Three teaspoons grated lemon 
rind.

Four cups soft butter. 

Four cups superfine sugar. 

Twenty eggs, beaten. 

Eight cups all-purpose flour, 
sifted with two teaspoons salt. 

Cream together the butter and 
sugar until fluffy. Gradually beat 
in the eggs. Then lightly fold in 
flour and salt. Add half the bat- 
ter to the white layer fruits, and 
half to the dark layer fruits. 

Pour in white cake mixture 
into a prepared 10-inch cake pan 
(greased and lined with wax 
paper) and into the one and one- 
half quart greased and floured 
tiered mold. 

Fill an eight-inch and a 12- 
inch prepared cake pan with the 
dark mixture.

Edison would do. 


In any land in which the peo- 
ple are extremely poor, there 
are.no private savings—pri- 
vate capital—to build large- 
scale private industry.

Breach in the Wall 


I am greatly alarmed by the 
possibility that federal aid may be 
granted to any religious institution 
of learning, whether it be Protes- 
tant, Catholic, Jewish, Humanist or 
otherwise. 

However, I wonder why the hue 
and cry against such a tie-in be- 
tween church and state had not 
been raised many years ago? 
Whether one knows, or realizes it, 
religious institutions and schools, 
as well as other private schools, 
have been receiving state and city 
aid in staggering amounts for many 
generations. 

This aid is received in the form of 
a ‘‘tax-exempt status’ for real es- 
tate and personal property owned 
by them. Additionally federal aid 
is given by reason of the fact that 
donations to such non-public insti- 
tutions are tax deductible. 


I fail to see that this is not a di- 
rect aid, and a violation of the 
prohibition between church and 
state. I recently made an effort 
to ascertain the assessed value of 
non-public real estate that is “‘tax- 
exempt” in our area. In the City of 
St. Louis alone, according to Comp- 
troller Poelker, it is the staggering 
sum of more than $108,000,000. 
Churches and parsonages head the 
list, in the amount of $45,000,000. 


As far as the county is concerned, 
I believe that the amount would be 
many times as much as the city. 
There is no office in the county that 
could even give me an estimate as 
to the amount of “tax-exempt” 
property. The deputy in the audi- 
tor’s office said, ‘‘Certainly, some- 
body in the county should have 
those figures,” and I agree. 


In my opinion, an audit should 
be made forthwith, and the total 
assessed valuation of ‘‘tax-exempt”’ 
- property in the county should be 
shown to the citizens. It would 
cause some sober thought directed 
toward an alarming and steadily 
increasing menace. Emef

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To Win in Asia 

There is no substitute for first-hand infor- 
mation, and Vice President Johnson is putting 
to excellent use the impressions he gathered 
on his recent trip to Asia. Mr. Johnson ab- 
sorbed some sound ideas. He passed them on 
to President Kennedy and to those in the 
Administration who can take the steps he 
recommended. More than this, he has met 
repeatedly with State and Defense Depart- 
ment officials to see that action is taken on 
his proposals and promises. 


The Vice President made no under-the-. 


table commitments to Asian leaders, but he 
did give certain assurances and he rightly 
believes that it is of the utmost importance 
that his pledges be kept to the letter. This 
is especially important as a means of building 
confidence in the United States; this confi- 
dence, the Vice President found, was shaken 
by the failure of. the United States and the 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organization to take a 
stronger stand in Laos. 

Mr. Johnson became convinced that if Thai- 
land or South Viet Nam should be lost in the 
Same manner, all of Asia will inevitably go 
down the drain. He therefore is urging an 
increase in assistance to these countries. Steps 
already have been taken to fulfill mutual 
pledges in Viet Nam—this country is moving 
to help Viet Nam increase the size of its 
army by 20,000 men and the civil guard by 
60,000, and President Ngo Dinh Diem has 
broadened the base of his Cabinet as he 
promised Mr. Johnson he would do. 

None of the recommended steps involves 
the dispatch of American troops, except as 
instructors and advisers. This is the way the 
frée Asian nations want it, Mr. Johnson found. 
These nations must supply their own man- 
power, which is in ample supply, and the will 
to fight. The United States should help them 
with equipment and advice. 

Mr. Johnson is advocating a stronger de- 
fense arrangement than that supplied by 
SEATO, but he is also properly emphasizing 
that the United States must work with the 
Asian people to raise their standard of living 
so they will have something to fight for. He 
was deeply impressed by the unbelievable 
poverty he found, and he became convinced 
Americans must mingle more with the Asian 
people. He told a group of editors several 
days ago: )

We must go directly to the people them- 
Selves and remove the image of America as a 
well-dressed official who whizzes through the 
streets in a chrome-plated Cadillac to an air- 
conditioned palace to drink tea and make 
a deal. 


The fact is that America’s wealth is a 
handicap as well as an asset. The pauper on 
the wrong side of the tracks cannot be ex- 
pected to hold the rich banker on the right 
side in much affection, unless the banker 
demonstrates he is willing to share some of 
his wealth, and to do so generously. 

That is what Mr. Johnson means, and it is 
something for Americans to think about while 
the foreign aid bill is before Congress. The 
Vice President has seen the situation; he be- 
lieves Communism “can be stopped in its 
tracks in Asia” if the United States works in- 
telligently and effectively with free Asian 
countries. Congress should back him up. 


Transit Aid in the Fall 


The Kennedy Administration’s detailed 
proposals for federal aid to urban transit evi- 
dently are to be delayed until some time 
next fall in order that a comprehensive study 
of needs may be completed in the meantime. 
A contract to undertake that project has been 
signed by the Institute of Public Administra- 
tion, a non-profit educational and research 
organization. 

While the delay is unfortunate, particularly 
since it may damage prospects for Senator 
Harrison A. Williams’s $100,000,000 programa 
of federal grants and loans to local transit 
authorities, the fact seems to be that delay 
is necessary. The Administration is breaking 
new ground, and it feels that the problems 
which federal assistance can be most effective 
in solving needed to be identified with the 
greatest possible clarity. 

Some of the questions the Institute has 
been asked to answer are: What are the pos- 
sibilities of new types of transportation and 
new types of traffic control? What kinds of 
administrative apparatus are available for 
planning and operating urban transit sys- 
tems? And more to the point, what part 
should local, state and the federal govern- 
ments play in developing an adequate urban 
transit complex? 

The transit business suffers from a great 
many problems, but in our judgment perhaps 
the greatest is its inability to accummulate 
capital for the large-scale improvements nec- 
essary to woo riders away from its big com- 
petitor, the private automobile. Providing 
capital in the form of loans or grants may 
well turn out to be the federal government’s 
principal role in this field. 


Another Blast at Berlin 


Even though Mr. Khrushchev told President 
Kennedy that West Berlin is a bone in the 
Russian throat, he knows that of all the issues 
he may raise this is the one on which the 
United States and its allies are most unlikely 
to yield. Not only is there no inclination to 
sacrifice the liberty of the Berliners, but the 
city also is the West’s one weapon which most 
nearly offsets Communist control of East Ger- 
many in the Central European war of nerves. 

So the Russian propagandists are bound to 
harp on Berlin. They have done so again in 
protesting a tentatively planned session of the 
West German Bundestag in the city and meet- 
ings there of several parliamentary commit- 
tees. And the Soviets have published another 
memorandum to the United States calling for 
an immediate conference to work on a Ger- 
man peace treaty. 

A Bundestag session would make it easy for 
the Russians to stir up a noise. They know 
that nothing will come of it unless they really 
want to force the issue. More likely they are 
interested in Berlin as a possible bargaining 
point in connection with German reunification 
or Western recognition of East Germany. 
Eventually it may have the same value to the 
West. 

While Bonn continues to stand for reunifica- 
tion, it is a question whether this is of genu- 
ine importance to the West. So there is the 
possibility that an agreement on the status of 
Berlin and access to the city may be gained 
some day in exchange for an accommodation 
on Communist East Germany. Here there is a 
stand-off, in fact. Under suitable conditions, 
this might be recognized to put an end to

propagandistic recriminations. But the time 
for that obviously is not yet at hand. 


Bonn has been marking time on the Berlin 
Bundestag session in order not to provoke a 
Russian outburst. Now that the Russian propa- 
ganda has burst out, plans for the session may 
be perfected. These pointless counter-irrita- 
tions do inVolve am element of provocation 
and, therefore, of danger. Yet having backed 
down on one Berlin “ultimatum,” Khrushchev 
must know that he has little to gain by an- 
other unless he means it to be a prelude to 
war. And it is difficult to believe that he 
regards the stake as worth that catastrophe. 


For Better City Living 


There may be a little more speech-making 
in the Senate about the Administration’s hous- 
ing bill, but the measure was hammered into 
final shape last Thursday. As it now stands, 
it is just about what President Kennedy asked 
for; and that, on the whole, is good news for 
the cities of America. Yet Democratic Senator 
Gore of Tennessee almost succeeded in rewrit- 
ing a major part of the story. 

To the surprise of Administration leaders 
who had been busily fighting off Republican 
sharp-shooters, Gore won adoption, 49 to 44, 
of an amendment which would have elimi- 
nated the important and yet somewhat con- 
troversial provisions for middle-class housing. 


This is important because it is intended to 
help those in the $4000 to $6000 a year brack- 
et, not poor enough to be eligible for subsi- 
dized low-rental housing and yet not able to 
afford the more expensive shelter provided 
with the assistance of federal and local re- 
development funds. Lack of concern for these 
people in the past not only created difficulties 
for them, but also made it all but impossible 
to carry out properly balanced urban reha- 
bilitation plans. These people, rather than 
those with smaller incomes, often have been 
forced into slums or near-slums crying for 
elimination. 


More help could have been extended 
through a program of low-rate, long-term 
loans to developers of sizeable middle-class 
housing projects who agree to accept legally 
limited profits. Thus the pending college 
construction bill offered 50-year loans at 242 
per cent interest or the average annual in- 
terest rate on outstanding Government bonds 
(about 3% per cent), whichever is higher. But 
congressional recognition of a problem so 
long ignored is in itself an advance. The 
formula can be improved with experience. 


It is regrettable that the Republicans suc- 
ceeded in killing a $100,000,000 program for 
the purchase of open space in metropolitan 
This was an indirect blow. Yet the 
quality of housing is improved by. reducing 
population density, and by spots of grass and 
trees in our too crowded cities. 

In view of Republican strategists’ emphasis 
on cultivating the urban vote it is rather dif- 
ficult to understand the party’s massive op- 
position to urban housing. For example, only 
three Republicans voted against the Gore 
amendment. Surely this ought not to be a 
partisan issue. Be that as it may, it is a gain 
for urbanized America that Congress is pro- 
viding funds not only for outer space but also 
for more and better living space. 


Servant of the Budget 


Missouri’s budget is not only sound but 
readable and understandable. It is what is 
known as a performance budget, clearly show- 
ing the use of funds. But the budget was not 
always this way. In its current form it was 
devised by the Budget Director and State 
Comptroller, John W. Schwada, who was 
named to organize the new budget depart- 
ment in 1957 by former Gov. James T. Blair. 
Mr. Schwada now announces that he will leave 
state office on July 1 to return to his political 
science professorship at the University of 
Missouri. The taxpayers owe him a word of con- 
gratulation for establishing better fiscal prac- 
tice and better information on state finances. 


Sidetracking the Workhouse 


Failure of the Missouri House to advance 


the St. Louis City Workhouse bill is most re- 
grettable. The city’s present Workhouse is 
ancient, outmoded and crowded and, more to 
the point, is directly in the path of the route 
the State Highway Commission has selected 
for the Ozark Highway. There is no suitable 
alternative site for the institution within the 
city limits; there are several in St. , Louis 
county, but the county wants no part of the 
Workhouse. Under the circumstances, it 
seems to us, the Legislature has a clear duty 
to decide this matter on its merits, which is 
to say, resolve it in the city’s favor. 


A House committee recommended permit- 
ting St. Louis to build in the county provided 
the County Council approved, which was a 
reasonable compromise. But when the meas- 
ure was called up for perfection its sponsor, 
Representative William A. Geary of St. Louis, 
was not present. The proposal was then placed 
on the informal calendar, which will have 
the effect of killing it unless Mr. Geary and 
the other St. Louisans make strong efforts to 
save it. Mr. Geary is responsible for taking 
the lead since he is responsible for the meas- 
ure’s present predicament. 


Enough Arrests 


With the addition of three St. Louisans, the 
arrests of Freedom Riders in Jackson, Miss., 
have risen to more than 100, Yet as Roy Wil- 
kins of the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People says, “We do 
not believe you can test a law and get it 
thrown out by staying in jail. The law is still 
on the statute books and still constitutes sup- 
port for segregation.” 


The Committee on Racial Equality, which 
has prompted many Freedom Rides, has by 
now established a thorough case for leg: 
tests in behalf of federal anti-segregation 
rules in airports, railroad depots and bus sta- 
tions used for interstate commerce. By this 
time C.O.R.E. ought to be willing to move 
its battle from the jails to the court rooms 
and, we think, the Justice Department should 
be fully prepared to join in the legal struggle. 


The N.A.A.C.P. and C.O.R.E. have differ- 
ences of opinion over integration techniques, 
yet both have been sturdy champions of the 
cause of equal rights. The former has fought 
many a battle before the bar, the latter has 
used direct confrontation in sit-ins and simi- 
lar demonstrations. The two should comple- 
ment one another. At this point sound strate- 
gy would slow down the demonstrations and 
speed up work in the courts,

The Kennedy Record in Congress 


President Has Done Better Than Expected So Far; Foreign Aid Issue May Extend Session

WASHINGTON. 


President Kennedy returns to a Con- 
gress that may sit till September and 
that faces as one of its biggest battles 
foreign aid. 

In addition to foreign aid, Demo- 
cratic leaders appear to plan a more 
extensive legislative program than they 
did at the start of the session. A num- 
ber of controversial Kennedy proposals 
originally scheduled for next year may 
come up now. Democratic feeling seems 
to be to strike while the iron is hot. 

President Kenne- 
dy’s influence in 
Congress has 
fluctuated but on 
the whole is judged 
here to have in- 
creased. Beginning 
with the narrow 
election, the White 
House laid a careful basis for co-opera- 
tion with Democratic victories. This 
has pajd reasonable dividends so far 
with more in prospect. 

Paradoxically, the Cuban fiasco in- 
creased rather than diminished popular 
support for the President, though it 
marked the beginning of Republican 
attack. 

There are signs now that Mr. Kenne- 
dy’s prestige may have increased with 
reports that he stands higher in West- 
ern countries. Nobody believes this can 
last and perhaps that is the reason 
why the Administration is pushing its 
legislative program.

Between Book Ends Pho Was Crazy? 


THE EARL OF LOUISIANA, by A. J. 
Liebling. (Simon and Schuster, 252 
pgs., $3.95.) 


The New Yorker magazine’s Mr. 
Liebling has been to Louisiana, taken 
a close look at Earl K. Long in action, 
and come away fascinated and full of 
admiration. His portrait of the late 
Governor, brother of Kingfish Huey 
and unfettered political hellion in his 
own right, brings out all the deep 
wrinkles, moles, warts, thick hide and 
toothlessness of the old campaigner 
with the raspy voice. Despite the 
looks, the sound, the language and the 
uncouth manner, Liebling’s abiding 
impfession is one of respect. He found 
Long ‘‘a fine Governor.” | 

Liebling admired Long for what he 
was, much as he would admire a fine 
prize fighter, race horse or pole vault- 
er, for complete mastery of the fine 
points of whatever it was he under- 
took. He admired him also for having 
a great heart, a humanity and concern 
for the friendless. 


With his serious approach but light- 
hearted treatment, Liebling always 
manages to cast a glow on anything 
that holds his attention, whether it be 
in the field of sports, food, enjoyment 
of wine or primitive politics. The Earl 
Long story is full of rich and savory 
Southern lore, even in standard form 
and with cold fact, but the author here 
invests it with an element that has 
come to be his own.

THE GREATNESS OF MAN: An 
Essay on Dostoyevsky and Whitman, 
by Perry D. Westbrook...

This book makes generally good 
reading, as a mild essay. In it, Mr. 
Westbrook simply looks at Whitman 
(born 1819) and Dostoyevsky (born 
1821) as personalities with a good deal 
in common in their growing countries, 
and finds some interesting parallels be- 
tween the two men as well as the ob- 
vious differences. But one thing they 
have in common, which makes all con- 
trasts fade into insignificance, is a 
sense “of the repeated release, into 
seemingly hopeless situations, of a 
cleansing and redemptive love.” 

This and similar points Mr. West- 
brook develops rather well, but he 
manifests a little too much intolerance 
when he speaks slightingly of James, 
Pound and Joyce, whom he hasn’t yet 
caught up with. On Dostoyevsky and 
Whitman, however, he is usually pretty 
sharp.

He was a silver- 
haired gentleman with Irish 
eyes which snapped shut as 
the ‘fighters came out for the 
first round. Thereafter he 
snoozed happily in the three- 
minute catnaps, waking with 
a start as the bell clanged to 
end each round, dropping right 
off to sleep again. In the four- 
teenth round, he got up, re- 
freshed, and walked out into 
the night. 

This could be construed as 
a form of criticism of New 
York’s first championship 
match since Benny Paret beat 
Frederico Thompson in Madi- 
son Square Garden last Dec. 
10. Definitely, Archie has made 
more exciting fights. So have 
the Gabor girls. 

There was this old pappy 
guy who has almost forgotten 
how, and this whippersnapper 
who has never quite learned. 
Between them, they wouldn’t 
have satisfied the bloodlust of 
a vegetarian. 

Yet for all of that, senility is 
a many-splendored thing, 
cocked jauntily over Archie’s 
venerable brow. Codgers of 
the world, arise! This is our 
leader, the greatest inspiration 
to our generation since Social 
Security. 


Turn Backward 

Many of us, loyal to our age 
bracket, went to the garden 
prepared to see the upstart 
from Anzio get his come-up- 
pance, but none could have 
dreamed this end might be 
achieved in the wildly implaus- 
ible fashion that it was. 

Common sense decreed that 
if the beloved vagabond were 
going to win, it would have to 
be in the early rounds while 
some vestige of spring re- 
mained in the old legs, some 
snap in the punch that had 
dropped the boom on 130 ad- 
versaries over the years. The 
sly old gentleman surely would 
know better than to squander 
his reserves in vain pursuit of 
a swift youth twenty years his 
junior. 

So Archie shuffled out at the 
opening bell and chased Rinal- 
di doggedly, without winning 
one of the first four rounds. 
After that he lost only the 
ninth. When he should have 


been going, he was coming. 
He went the full Derby dis- 
tance and was drawing away 
all down the stretch. 


At the end, the younger man 
was hacked up, exhausted, 
‘gagging on his blood. From 
the fifth round on, Giulio said, 
he felt progressively sicker, 
but the knockout punch that 
was regarded as Moore’s only 
possible means of victory had 
never hurt him. 


The Great Mouthp iece 
Perhaps the most komme 
phenomenon of all was the 
fact that 9500 customers chose 
to buck Saturday night traffic 
and pay $46,000 for a show 
they could have seen free in 
their living rooms or neighbor- 
hood saloons.

Olson, a mere middleweight, 
he drew $206,784 in the Polo 
Grounds. Acting as his own 
press agent, he had been con- 
ducting a tireless direct-mail 
campaign for a shot at the 
heavyweight championship, 
and he had the audacity to 
suggest that his knockout of 
the empty husk that was Ol- 
son qualified him as a chal- 
lenger for Rocky Marciano’s 
title. 


On the face of it, a match 
like that wouldn’t fill a pup 
tent if you gave away Brigitte 
Bardot for a door prize, but 
the old medicine man not only 
talked himself into the bout, 
he talked almost a million dol- 
lars into Yankee Stadium. 


So there need be no doubts 
about the man’s ability to 
wangle at least one more pay- 
ment on the mortgage, though 
he can’t keep on picking his 
opponents out of Madame Tus- 
saud’s waxworks and the 
chances are there’s only one 
more shot left in the locker. 

Archie’s coiffeur, which he 
used to wear long with auburn 
highlights, was close-cropped 
Saturday night.

NEW YORK, June 12 (AP). 


MOST PEOPLE got to Oz as 
children, traveling along with 
Dorothy when she was blown out 
of Kansas on a cyclone, met a 
scarecrow, a tin woodsman and 
a cowardly lion, walked the yel- 
low brick road to the emerald 
city and then landed, by magic, 
back home. 

L. Frank Baum went to Oz at 
the age of 44, and though he 
sometimes tried, he never really 
left it again. 

Baum’s creation, ‘The Won- 
derful Wizard of Oz,” became 
the best selling children’s book 
in America the year it came out, 
went on to sell millions of cop- 
ies, and started a series con- 
tinued by other writers long aft- 
er Baum died 42 years ago. To- 
day, 61 years after the book was 
written, interest in Oz is as 
strong as ever. 


Six publishers have editions of 
**The Wizard” on the market, all 
selling briskly. Oz is turning up 
as a brand name, for cream pol- 
ish, greeting cards, peanut but- 
ter. 

Disneyland is getting ready to 
add an emerald city. (Oddly, 
Baum in 1905 had a similar idea. 
He bought Pedloe island off the 
California coast with the intent 
to create an Ozland for children 
there, but the project didn’t get 
off .) 

TV watchers sit up nights to 
see “The Wizard of Oz” on the 
late show. It’s not because 
they’ve forgotten the 1939 pic- 
ture, but rather because they s0 
fondly remember — the movie, 
that became technicolor when 
Dorothy stepped into Munchkin- 
land; the cast, Bert Lahr, Ray 
Bolger, Jack Haley, Frank Mor- 
gan; the songs, ‘‘Follow the Yel- 
low Brick Road” and “We're 
Off To See The Wizard.” And no 


for older boys and girls—under 
the pen names of Capt. Hugh Fitz- 


gerald, Floyd Akers, Edith Van 
Dyne, Suzanne Metcalf, Laura 
Bancroft, John Estes Cooke and 
Schuyler Stanton. Of the 37 in 
his own name, 14 were about Oz. 

Despite his formidable output 
and continuing popularity, no 
biography of Baum has been 
published. The first, written from 
notes left by Baum’s son, Frank, 
will appear this fall. 


And the story of Baum’s life 
and how he happened to get to 
Oz is nearly as remarkable as 
Dorothy’s journey. 

As Baum reportedly told it to 
Chicago. publisher George M. 
Hill in 1900 when he walked into 
Hill’s office with ‘“The Wonder- 
ful Wizard of Oz” written on a 
handful of miscellaneous pieces 
of paper: 

“T was sitting on a hatrack in 
the hall, telling the kids a story 
and suddenly this one moved 
right in and took possession, I 
shooed the children away and 
grabbed a piece of writing paper 
that was lying there on the rack 
and began to write. It really 
seemed to write itself. Then I 
couldn’t find any regular paper, 
so I took anything at all, even a 
bunch of old envelopes. Had to 
have something.” 

Whether the characters really 
took possession and wrote their 
own story, there is no doubt that 
once created, they developed a 
life of their own. 


AT FIRST Baum had no in- 
tention of writing a sequel to 
“The Wizard.” But by popular 
demand, Oz books appeared in 
1904, 1907, 1908 and 1909. The 
1909 book ends with a note from 
Dorothy saying communications 
between Oz and Earth had been 
cut off forever. 

But Baum gave up the at- 
tempt to leave Oz in 1913. He 
announced the wireless had re- 
established contact, wrote an Oz 
book each year until his death, 
named his home Ozcot and 
planted prize chrysanthemums 
in beds that spelled Oz. 

Lyman Frank Baum began his 

to Oz on an estate 
named Roselawn in Chettenan- 
go, N.Y., where he was born in 
1856 and where he read the 
fairy tales of Grimm and An- 
derson and published “The 
Roselawn Home Journal’”’ on a

printing press his father gave 
him. Leaving home at 17, he be- 
came a jack of all trades. 

He was a cub reporter in New 
York, started a newspaper in 
Bradford, Pa., traveled as an 
actor with stock companies. At 
25 he had the lead in the New 
York production of “The Maid 
of Arran,” an Irish melodrama 
which he wrote, produced, and 
directed. 

Baum sang a rich baritone, 
loved to tell or hear a funny 
story, enjoyed swimming, arch- 
ery, motor boating and raising 
chickens, and found it impossi- 
ble to take money seriously. 


AFTER BAUM MARRIED in 
1882 he attempted to support his 
wife by manufacturing an axle 
grease, Baum’s Castorine, and 
running a variety store, Baum’s 
Bazaar. He edited the Aberdeen 
(S.D.) Saturday Pioneer until, 
as he said later, ‘“‘The sheriff 
wanted it more than I did.” 


The family, which now in- 
cluded young Frank, Robert, 
Harry and Kenneth, moved to 
Chicago. There Baum was a 
newspaper reporter, traveled for 
a glass and china company, 
edited a magazine for window 


trimmers, and wrote four books 


before ‘‘The Wizard.” 


Harry Baum, now 70, is the 
only one of the sons still alive. 
He recalls his father in those 
days: ‘‘He had a touch of genius. 
Perhaps more important than 
that he filled our house with 
love. 

“‘He was never stern. There 
was always laughter in our 
house. Father was a kindly man, 
loved people, never swore or 
told a dirty story. He had no 
business sense and made many 
poor investments, but we always 
had necessities and even lux- 
uries.”’ 

Baum lived the last 10 years 
of his life in Hollywood. When 
he died, Oz refused to die with 
him. The books were continued 
by others, and there has been a 
steady fallout of Oziana in many 
other areas. 

A group of Oz buffs—Mrs. 
Harry Baum calls them Ozo- 
maniacs— are always ready to 
research, speculate and argue. 

An international Wizard of Oz 
club wag started in 1957 by col-

LESTER LANIN is a very happy fellow. His cup runneth 
over to such a degree, it’s likely to make you a little sick 
in your stomach. ‘“‘You meet nice people.” At the dances, he 
means. “‘They just want to have fun and there I am—in the 
middle of fun. My grandfather, my father, and all of eight 
brothers were more or less musicians. We’ve been in this 
music and band business for 123 years. You know, we were 
just picked band of the year in Australia and New Zealand.” 

Lanin feels he has his finger right on the pulse of the 
younger generation. ‘“‘You see, we grow right up with the kids. 
We play at their debuts (he pronounces it da-bews) and their 
weddings and their daughter’s weddings.” 

You might almost say that whenever they’re not playing 
polo, they’re dancing to Lester Lanin’s music. 

“We believe in pronouncing the melody and playing the 
beat. I lay the beat down. And the variety of my engagements 
makes it thrilling.” 


Lanin has 40 units (his word for what we used to 
call a band) and he spends some of his time check- 
ing in at several of the parties they’re playing. “It 
doesn’t hurt to be nice,” he says happily. “It doesn’t 
cost me anything to come in and ask if everything is 
all right. I enjoy it,” he added, his cup running all 
over you. “Sometimes I’ve gone into a dozen places 
in a day. I'll run over to the Plaza for a luncheon, 
then go to a couple of weddings and a tea dance. 
Then I start with the dinner dances—go over to the 
St. Regis roof, then back to the Pierre, run over to 
the River Club .. .” 


IT’S TALK LIKE THIS THAT starts revolutions, I always 
say, but no one pays any attention until it’s too late. What 
was the world dancing to? Latin American tunes? 


“Those are here to stay,” he said, “although society 
doesn’t like them. Cafe Society does. They like a preponder- 
ance of Latin American rhythms. Society likes a bright tempo, 
called a society beat. Cafe Society likes a business man’s 
bounce and colleges like it slow and mellow.” 


Do people ever not dance, I wondered? “‘There are always 
reasons why they’re not dancing.” he replied. ‘“‘Maybe they’re 
depressed because the team broke its winning streak. I re- 
member one wedding when the mother of the bride was ill 
and had only a few weeks to live. She was allowed to come 
to the wedding but you should have seen the faces on the 
guests. Long, long and sad. They didn’t realize that all the 
mother wanted was to live to see this day—that it was a happy 
occasion. Well, I knocked the living hell out of them. I never 
played more cheerfully in my life. 

‘“‘And the people danced finally. Yes, they did!” 

He sighed at the memory. ‘I want to make people happy. 
¥’m like a nurse who is looking after a patient and like her 
I’m full of love. When I’m not, I’ll quit—bang!” 

But he rarely dances himself and never, never mixes with 
the guests.

THE BUILDINGS of the Mueck 
Auto Body Co. on Papin street 
overlook the snaky bends in the 
Express Highway, about mid- 
point between the Kingshighway 
and Vandeventer escape points 
from: the amateurs’ racetrack. 
The location is ideal for the 
firm’s main line of work, auto 
dents. 

Occasionally drivers manage 
to miss one another in that 
stretch of the Express Highway 
but as eastbound traffic rounds 
one big bend, en route to more 
adventure, the drivers cannot 
miss the sight of the large Mueck 
building, waiting for their trade. 
The location looks like oppor- 
tunism on the company’s part 
but the fact is: the late Frank 
Mueck established his body shop 
there long before the highway 
was built. 

When Mueck opened on Papin 
in 1916 his interest was not re- 
pairing wrecks. Mueck’s calling 
was beautiful auto bodies, wood 
framework sheathed in hand- 
crafted aluminum. A St. Louisan 
bought a chassis of his choice, 
more than likely one of St. 
Louis’s finest, a Moon or a 
Dorris, and brought it to Mueck. 
Then the neighbors had some- 
thing to keep up with if they 
could. 

Mueck’s stepson, George 
Buerke, is the head of the firm 
now. Buerke would be in the 
custom-body business exclusive- 
ly, too, if he had a choice, but 
he doesn’t. The trade is not what 
it used to be. When he does get 
a custom-body order to sigh over, 
the chassis still is likely to be 
a Dorris or a Moon or one of 
their contemporaries being re- 
vived by an antique-car collector. 
Straightening up battered fins 
and repairing acres of body 
panels that crush easier than 
$13 fenders ever did is the staple 
business now. 

The up-coming widening of the 
Express Highway is forcing 
Buerke to move his plant. He 
will take the nobler past of cus- 
tom-built bodies with him be- 
cause Mueck was a souvenir 
fancier and so are Buerke and 
Buerke’s children, C. Frank 
Buerke and Ruth Buerke. Frank 
Buerke is the company’s vice 
president, Miss Buerke is secre- 
tary-treasurer and together they 
are the keepers of something 
they call ‘“‘Grandpa’s scrapbook.” 

When Mueck built an auto 
body he had a picture taken of 
it. When he had a handsome 
custom-built body in his shop 
he took a picture of that, too, 
no matter whose work it was. 
Mueck was a cabinetmaker, an 
Austrian immigrant. He had 
the skills that C. P. Dorris sought 
for producing the mechanized 
works of art Dorris called auto- 
mobiles. Mueck never lost his 
eye for a finely-turned fender 
line or a tonneau gleaming with 
18 coats of paint and he passed 
on his artist’s sentiments to 
Buerke. The younger Buerke 
has some of the sentiments, with 
a strong strain of the practical. 


“Look at this bill,” said 
Frank Buerke. “Straightening 
fender on Cadillac, retouching 
paint, $1.50.” 

“High,” said his father. ‘““We 
did some of them for 50 cents.”’ 


He said it indifferently. His 
mind was not on fenders. He 
was looking for something in 
the thick scrapbook and he found 
it, a picture of a touring car.

about,’’ he said, smiling at the 
picture. 

Mueck and Buerke built the 
body for a Moon chassis in the 
early 1920s. Mueck took a pic- 
ture of the model with Ed Ser- 
rano, still a Mueck customer, at 
the wheel. Serrano looks dash- 
ing, daring, the way motorists 
were when their line of vision 
was the open road, not bumpers 
and billboards. 

Serrano posed with the top 
lowered. The rear passenger 
compartment is covered with an 
aluminum deck. The hood is set 
off by vents. : 

‘“‘Buick discovered 'em as an 
ornament about 25 years later,” 
Buerke said, pointing to the 
vents. “We built these bodies 
for about $350 each.” 

The figure, $350, hung in the 
air. A salesman, who came in 
for morning coffee and doughnuts 
Miss Buerke provides callers, 
looked sad and shook his head. 
Someone asked Buerke to esti- 
mate what it would cost to du- 
plicate the body today. Buerke 
laughed and waved his hand and 
said, “Oh, say $8000.” 

Buerke claims his company is 
the oldest in St. Louis at auto 
body building, from the floor- 
boards up. Mueck founded it in 
1915. There is competition for 
the claim to being the oldest 
repair-work place in town oper- 
ating under a direct line of own- 
ership and Buerke is not inter- 
ested in debating it. The body- 
building claim is his interest. 
His stepfather did not work long 
for Dorris. Mueck went into 
business for himself and took 
Dorris’s blessing with him, an 
order for seven auto bodies. 

“He was something of an 
experimenter,” Buerke _ said. 
‘‘Here’s something he experi- 
mented with on a Nash chassis. 
He got a patent on it.” 

Mueck’s experiment was an 
arrangement of seat cushions 
and nickel-plated rods forming, 
in stand-by position, a sort of 
elevated rumble seat. As a rum- 
ble seat it was the highest, draf- 
tiest model designed, a crow’s 
nest of a rumble seat. The inge- 


nuity of Mueck’s design was the 


armored bathtub with 
over smell of oil, and mounted 
on a truck chassis. The car was 
for use on the offense, and style 
wasn't important,

car as defensive transportation 
and he wanted to enjoy both new- 
car smell and safety as he rode.
